The report of th* cominDialon r^ves 
M thf onaiUmous conclusion of ihat 
body that "the most practicable an(i 
(f'aRiblo route for an Isthnaian canal, 
under control, management and own- 
erchlp of the United States., la that 
known as the Nicaragua route. 

The committee estimates cost of tli> 
roiitf at 1200,540,000. This estimate is 
much lu excess of any heretofore ma le 
•Bd Is due to Increased dimensions and 
other features not heretofore consid- 
ered. The commission also estimates 
tbecostofa canal by the Fanania rnu.c 
at 1142,342.679, according to one lou.e. 
•r flB6,S7S.2M, nceordilMI to anothei 
route. As between the Nlearnffua and 
Panama route the commission sums up 
a number of advantupe.s favorable to 
th* former. It states also that under 
the eonceesion givea by the govern- 
n.ent of Colombia to the Pamuna canal 
company, that company la not free to 
tyrant the necessary rights to the Unit- 
ed States except upon conditions made 
by the company. The report Is a doc- 
oment ot about 17,000 words, almo.--: 
as long as the presldenfs mes.-agc. Al- 
though the work of the commis.s on is 
not yet completed, many of the field 
parties still being out, It has been suf- 
llolvntly advanced to make It practic- 
able to present this preliminary report 
giving the essential findings. A th 
ougb investigation has been made not 
only of the Nlearagoa and Panama 
route, but of other potsible routes, the 
eommlssion keeping In mind the indua- 
trlal, commercial and military value of 
an interoceanlc canal, and also the 
rights, privileges and franchises pe- 
iPBsary to be secured for the construc- 
tion of a oaual under the control, man- 
agement and ownership of the l iiiteJ 
States. In all. 31 working parties were 
organised and sent Into the field, mak- 
ing a force of abomt 220 engineers and 
aselBtanta, besides about 600 laborers, 
boatmen and other workmen employed 
la the various countries, a total of 
laore than 800. Meanwhile the mem- 
bers ot the commission personally con- 
dvoted various branches of the work. 
One party went to Paris, where It ex- 
aailned details ot the Panama canal 
project of the Preiieh company.

The commission favors a canal loO 
feet wide at the bottom and 35 feet 
deep at mean low water, to enable the 
very largest ships to pass each othei, 
with Icvks 710 IVnt long and 84 fcei 
wide. Theae dimensions aie ia.gi i 
than any previously proposed on av- 
count of the Increase in sise of oaeau 
going vessels, and as It is eatlmated 
the canal eould not l;e completed with- 
in 10 years, allowance is made lor 
tnrtber Increase in maritime dimen- 
sions. A double system of lOcks is fav- 
ored. With single lock system and 
iiarrowiiig the bottom one-third would 
reduce the cost to $lti3,913,000. The 
Nlcaraguan route Is 186 miles long, 
following the lines Uid down by the 
commieslon of 1807, beginning at 
Greyton on the Atlantic following the 
San Juan river Into I^ke Nicaragua, 
and terminating at Brlto on the Pa- 
•iflo. The greatest obatacle to over- 
come would be the construction of a 
ilain a. I OS.-J the San Juan river, which 
would require eight years. 

The Panama route is 33 miles long 
with a SOO foot Bommlt at mean tide. 
With single locks and lArrow bottom 
the cost could be reduced to 1116,941,- 
ai5. Value of the woiW already done 
by tha French company li eatlmated at 
188,984,461. 

The Panama canal would be shorter, 
have fewer locks and lesH curvature 
than the Nicaragua caual. The meas 
ora ot Uiasa advantagea la the time re 
quired for a vessel to pass through, 
which Is estimated for an average ship 
at 8 hours for l»anama and 33 hours 
for Nicaragua. On the other hand, 
the dlaUDce from San Francisco to 
New York Is 877 miles, to New Orleans 
179 miles, and to Liverpori 886 mllos 
greater via Panama than via Nlcura- 
gua. The time required to pass over 
theae dlstanoea being greater than the 
difference in the time ot transit through 
the canals, the NlcarQua line, a/tet 
sompletlon would be more advanlage- 
oua to the United SUtes, notwithstauJ 
ing tha craatar coat of maintaining 
the longer canal. 

The report says the United State? 
win dciivt^ far greater benefit from th 
canal -than Europe, both coiumerclally 



and industrially. Th* banafita Europe 
wo\tid derive would be eooinarcial; in 
addition to this oura wooM ba political 
and Industrial. 

In view of all the facts and particu- 
larly in view 0* all the difficulties of 
obtaining the nfecessary rights, priv- 
ileges and franchises on the Panama 
route, and Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
recognising the value ot the canal to 
themselves and are prepared to grant 
coni esaions on terms which are rea- 
sonable and acceptable to tli" l ulled 
States, the eopmisslon Is of the opin- 
ion that th» moat practicable and 
feasible route for an Isthmian canal 
to be under the control, management 
and ownership of the Tnited States, is 
that kt<Ywn aa the Nicai-scua route.
